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Ift (57) Abstract: An illuminated laser probe primarily designed for ophthalmic surgery provides both illumination light to a surgical 
O site and laser light to the surgical site. The probe has an elongate handle (12) with a tubular tip extending from a distal end (16) of 
O the handle. A length of illumination optic fiber (82) and a length of laser optic fiber (72) extend through the handle and the tip. A
